The 'Real Fox Mulder' 

Nick Pope Investigates UFO Phenomena

S ince the dawn of civilization, humanity has pon¬ 
dered the question of where we, as a species, will 
go and what will happen when we get there. But it 
was not until the 19th century that we realized that we had 
the technology to do great things and expand beyond the 
limits of our own imagination. 

If you think that some technologies from Star Trek seem 
far-fetched, think again. Many of the devices from the ac¬ 
claimed television series are slowly becoming a reality. While 
we may not be teleporting people from starships to a planet’s 
surface anytime soon, we are getting closer to developing 
other tools essential for future space travel endeavors. 

But where does this particular knowledge about these 
advanced technologies come from? Do extraterrestrial be¬ 
ings exchange this information via a yet unknown form of 
communication that vibrates though your whole body ... a 
form of brain-to-brain communication creating holograph¬ 
ic images in the mid-brain? Or is it just logic or common 
sense that has led us, with an almost uncontrollable urge, 
to apply artificial intelligence to our existence? 

UFO expert Nick Pope has discussed this subject on 
numerous TV shows and has written news stories and 
features about conspiracy theories (including tie-in public¬ 
ity material for the second X-Files movie and extensive 
material for truTV’s Conspiratorium ), covering topics that 
include JFK, the moon landings, 9/11, UFOs, and many 
other conspiracy theories. 

From 1991 to 1994, Nick was an employee at the 
British Government’s Ministry of Defense (MoD), where 
he was working on real-life X-Files. Currently, he is a 
freelance journalist and media commentator. 

I recently spoke with Nick about his time with the 
MoD, the possibility of intelligent extraterrestrial life, and 
why he’s earned the nickname “the real Fox Mulder.” 
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Nick is one of the world's leading experts on UFOs, the unexplained, and conspiracy theories. He lives in the United States, split¬ 
ting his time between San Jose and Tucson. 


Q: How did you get your nickname "the real Fox 
Mulder"? 

Nick: This was a joke that the British media first started. 
When it was revealed that I was doing this job from the 
Ministry of Defense (MoD) and when the British govern¬ 
ment began to declassify and release some of its UFO 
files, one of the journalists wrote 
an article about me and my UFO 
work for the British government and 
made this comparison: “Well, Nick 
must be the real Fox Mulder work¬ 
ing on real-life X-Files” 

It must have struck a chord with people, because they 
started repeating this and it started being printed in news¬ 
papers and magazines. At first I thought it trivialized my 
government work, but then I thought, “No, you can’t be 
too pressured about this; just go with the joke.” It’s good 
fun, and that is how it all started. 

Q: How did you get involved with the MoD? 

Nick: Well, my father had been a senior scientist. He 
was an aeronautical engineer, but as he became more 


senior in government, he stopped doing hands-on sci¬ 
ence and became a manager of scientific programs. In 
fact, he ended up as the deputy chief scientific advisor 
for the MoD. 

We used to have a joke that the MoD was the family 
firm, and he said, “Why don’t apply to join the family 
firm? The work is very interesting 
and varied. And if you want to be 
a part of something interesting and 
important and work for your country, 
then you should consider applying.” 

To me that sounded fascinating! 

I applied, and I was accepted. I have 
served for 21 years as a civilian employee in the MoD. 

I had, I think, seven completely different jobs. I was 
involved in many different subjects, ranging from financial 
policy to counter-terrorism. So, as you can see, the MoD 
is a huge organization. But it is the UFO job that I am 
best known for. 

Q: You mention "science" and "interesting" in 
almost one sentence. How does this relate to the 
MoD and UFOs? 


If we pick up a signal, one of 
the most likely possibilities is 
that we would not be able to 
decode it." 
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would this fly? If it is, for instance, Rus¬ 
sian, have they made some quantum leap 
development in technology that is leaving 
us behind?” So, the science would come 
in there, for example.

Q: How did you get interested in re¬ 
searching UFOs, advanced aircrafts, 
and unidentified objects? Did you 
have an experience? Did you see 
something? Or did it just come out 
of the blue? 

Nick: No, I have never seen anything 
myself and didn’t have a particular interest 
in it. This might sound quite funny, but I 
really hadn’t thought about the subject at 
all until I was already in the MoD. I was 
working as an MoD employee for ap¬ 
proximately five years, and I already had a 
promotion, had done a personal job, and 
a job that was related to the Royal Navy. I 
was due for a move, and then this vacancy 
came up. 

Somebody said to me, “Do you want 
this particular job? It’s free if you want it.” 
I asked, “What is the job about?” And 
the manager replied, “Well, it’s about 
UFOs.” I didn’t have any knowledge, I 
didn’t have any experience, and I didn’t 
have any particular leads ... to me, this was 
just another government position that I 
was put into and it happened that it would 
be the job that dealt with UFOs. 

In the MoD, you are being moved 
around every few years on a level transfer 
or a promotion, and I was simply put into 
that job. So, it was almost the case of pure 
chance. 


Nick: Well, the science would come in our discussions 
about, for example, if UFOs are not real, than what are 
we dealing with? Are we dealing with something from 
Russia or China or maybe a different part of our own gov¬ 
ernment that has developed something so highly classified 
that the information isn’t being shared with other parts 
of the government? Or is it from somewhere else that we 
didn’t know? 

Another section of the science applied is with, for 
example, examining photos and videos of these things 
and asking the questions, “Well, what is the aerodynamics 
of that in terms of propulsion, energy sources, and how 


Q: How many UFOs could be real, meaning com¬ 
ing from another galaxy? 

Nick: Well, we received about 200 to 300 reports each 
year. But, of course, this was only a small percentage. We 
were only investigating sightings in British airspace. But, 
unfortunately, many people who saw these things didn’t 
make a report. Either they didn’t know who to contact or 
they were afraid of being ridiculed or disbelieved. 

So, over the years, the British government, in the life¬ 
time of this program, received about 12,000 cases. And 
this is a very approximate estimate, but roughly speaking,

80% of those sightings we could explain with a high degree 
of confidence as misidentifications of ordinary objects and 
phenomena, like aircraft lights, weather balloons, satel¬ 
lites, meteors, etc. 

In 15% of the cases, we really didn’t have enough 
information to make a definite assessment. And 5% of 
the cases, even after investigation, are unknown. Now, it is 
important to say that when a case is “unknown,” it doesn’t 
mean that it is extraterrestrial in nature, but neither did 
we rule out that possibility. And as we always used to say, 
“We didn’t need a whole lot of different cases ... we only 
needed one case to be from another galaxy for the world 
in which we live to change forever in terms of who we are 
and what we think of our place is in the wider cosmos.” 
Now, we have not proved this, but there are some intrigu¬ 
ing pieces of evidence and some fascinating cases. 

Q: The programs that you have worked on include 
counter-terrorism, identifying an aircraft from 
another country. But for countries such as the U.K. 
or the U.S. that are creating advanced technology 
in aircrafts, there could be a shadow program be¬ 
hind it that's just meant for observing their own 
aircrafts. And the aircrafts are so advanced that 
people do not yet understand its technology — for 
example, bending light or flying on electromag¬ 
netic waves, etc. 

Nick: Certainty. Yes, it is entirely possible that some of 
these UFO sighting could be, for example, secret proto¬ 
type aircraft, missiles, or drones. The government infer-

mation is often highly classified and is sometimes deeply 
compartmentalized where, as we say, the left hand does 
not know what the right hand is doing. Particularly with 
these highly classified programs because, even in the same 
organization, you don’t want to tell other people. So, yes 
this is a possible theory that we always have to consider. 

Now, I think it is likely that if we had been investigat¬ 
ing a case with which we would had been stirring up a hor¬ 
net’s nest and making waves, somebody would have come 
to us quietly and said, “Urn, look ... there is no need to 
dig too deeply into this one. We know about this.” And 
even though they didn’t then tell you all the details, we 
would have backed off. So, this is one argument against 
the possibility, but I can’t rule it out. 

It is interesting that in the United States at the mo¬ 
ment, the Senate Intelligence Committee is taking a look

at UFOs whereby the poor information-sharing between 
different parts of the government is one of their big con¬ 
cerns. So, this is very much an issue. 

Q: Regarding poor information sharing, I can 
understand that country A and country B does not 
want to share their technology with each other. 

So, from that point of view, it's logical that people 
do not share this kind of information. 

Nick: Yes, we always have to be mindful of that possibili¬ 
ty for sure. But we had a saying in relation to UFOs: “The 
skeptics have to be right every time. The believers need to 
be right once.” 

Q: Do you think that reversed technology — like, 
for instance, the microwave in my kitchen — 
comes from a kind of advanced technology people 
do not yet understand? 

Nick: I am quite skeptical about that. I think you would 
need to look at the history of scientific understanding and 
technological programs. I mean, no piece of technology 
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Nick has written six books: three non-fiction titles about UFO phenomena, two science fiction novels, and an action thriller. 


suddenly springs into existence. It usually evolves from a 
simpler version of the same device. And, of course, any 
device itself evolves from an advance in human understand¬ 
ing of science. For example, our understanding of the basic 
laws of physics, thermodynamics, and motion leads to the 
developments of technologies such as the eternal combus¬ 
tion engine. So, one can look at the history of science and 
technology, and if we saw something suddenly appear from 
nowhere with no precursor, then this would be suspicious. 
But to my knowledge, that has not happened. 

I am not one of these people that believe the tech¬ 
nologies we see today have been derived from crashed 
UFOs. Because, I think if that would be the case, we 
would certainly from nowhere, almost magically, have 
some new device. But I don’t think the history of science 
and technology supports that theory. But I am happy 
to be proved wrong. I mean, it would be certainly more 
interesting I suppose. 

Q: Do you think we will make contact in the near 
future with an alien life form without making a 
direct or biological contact? Do you think that it is 
possible within, let's say, 10 years? 

Nick: Yes, I think it is entirely possible and it might 
come about with one of these new and powerful radio 
telescopes. They might pick up a beacon or a signal. Or 
it might be that we discover unequivocal evidence of a 
civilization that we find, for example, that is called a mega 
structure. The idea that advanced civilizations might con¬ 
struct huge machines to harness energy from a star, the 
so-called Dyson sphere, and that our technology is getting 
to the point where if these things are out there, we might 
find them. But it leads to an interesting possibility that we 
might discover this but without face-to-face contact. 


But if we pick up a signal, one of the most likely pos¬ 
sibilities is that we would not be able to decode it. So, in 
a sense, we would have one piece of information and one 
piece of information only. And that would be that there is 
another civilization out there. 

But perhaps we would know nothing about them, and 
that would be in a sense even more frustrating than not 
knowing at all. You would know that they are there, but 
you would not know anything about them. 

Q: I am thinking about the movie Arrival where 
huge squid-like aliens are communicating with an 
inky circle that shows a complex language. So, I 
can understand the frustration. 

Nick: Two of the best science fiction movies out there 
are Arrival and Contact And it is not surprising that both 
of them have, at the heart of the film, the question: How 
could we meaningfully communicate with these civiliza¬ 
tions? In Arrival, it’s a very interesting philosophical 
debate about the subtleties of languages, how language 
conveys thought and meaning. 

For example in our own language, the subtle differ¬ 
ence between a “weapon” and a “tool.” So, there is the 
possibility of misunderstanding, miscommunication, 
which is why I think that films like Contact and Arrival are 
so cleaver. 

Q: I received the following question from a lis¬ 
tener. What is your personal opinion about the 
idea that alien life forms are using us as a kind of 
cattle and are feeding on us in any way possible 
... for energy or like in the movies, that they actu¬ 
ally eat us? What is your personal idea about a 
theory or an idea like that? 
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Nick: It’s certainly possible, but I think that one could 
say that in the absence of definitive evidence, almost any¬ 
thing is possible in relation to this question. My own hope 
is that if we are visited, now or some point in the future, 
that the extraterrestrials will come here as scientists, as 
explores and anthropologists, not as conquerors, 
exterminators, or exploiters of resources. 

Another point is that if we are not alone in the 
Universe, it is very unlikely that there is just one 
other civilization. If we are not alone, there are prob¬ 
ably countless other civilizations. So, there may be 
many, many different agenda strategies. 

Q: Are you saying that this fear of the threat 
of an invasion is not real — that they are 
more like scientists or like teachers? 

Nick: Well, I hope so. But this is just speculation. 

When we discuss aliens, we can only apply our own 
culture, knowledge, and understanding of human 
history. We inevitably take an anthropocentric view. 

When we look at human history, it shows that when 
one group of people encounter another, very often it 
doesn’t end particularly well and the stronger group of¬ 
ten exploits or enslaves or conquers the weaker group. 

If we apply this philosophy and speculate about 
extraterrestrials, this is, I am sure, why a concept of 
alien invasion is so deeply imbedded in our consciousness 

— because it is our own history. It is the tribe from over the 
next hill coming and attacking. So, it’s hardwired in our 
understanding of who we are and what makes us human.

Q: When most people hear your name, they 
automatically relate you to UFOs, extraterrestrial 
lifeforms, and secret documents. But you are also 
a freelance journalist. What influenced you to 
leave behind the MoD and step into the world of 
journalism? 

Nick: When I took early retirement from the MoD 

— this was at the same time as the British government 
was releasing a lot of the hies and documents relating to 
my old job — many journalists contacted me and wrote 
features about me and my government work. Somewhere 
along the line, one newspaper must have said to me, 


“We’d like to write you the articles in your own words. So 
write the articles as yourself or as an opinion piece.” 

Many journalists and newspapers noticed my writ¬ 
ing style and quite liked it, and I got asked to write some 
more. People initiated me to write about UFOs and other 


mysteries and about conspiracy theories too. So, I started 
broadening the subject that I wrote about. I like writing 
the articles myself, because this way I can be 100% certain 
that all the information in it is correct. 

Q: Not only are you a journalist and related to the 
MoD and unexplained phenomena in the skies, 
but you also are an author. I understand that your 
latest book. Blood Brothers ;, has undergone a kind 
of security check. Since when does a book under¬ 
go a security check? 

Nick: Well, there are strict rules that deploy when govern¬ 
ment employees who have been involved in highly classified 
work write books. I take my security obligation very seriously. 
I only discussed government matters that the government 
itself had declassified and released, but you still have to be 
carefully, particularly with the work of fiction. It is sometimes 
difficult to remember whether you have come across a piece 
of information in a newspaper or in classified files. 

So, when government employees write books, wheth¬ 
er it is nonfiction or even a work of fiction, we generally 
have to send the manuscript back to the government and 
say, “Read this and check that I have not accidentally put 
classified information in.”

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Q: I have read that some things 
you have written in your book ac¬ 
tually did happen. Or at least some 
of the things crossed your desk. 



Nick: It is confusing because I have 
written 3 non-fiction books about 
UFOs, and those where very closely 
based on my government work and, 
of course, on the MoD files that I 
mentioned that are now declassified 
and released. I then wrote two science- 
fiction novels about an alien invasion. 

But again, I included some cases from 
the MoD’s UFO files as well, so it was 
science fiction whereby some of it was 
based on real cases and real govern¬ 
ment procedures. 

With Blood Brothers, again, tell¬ 
ing the story of intelligence agencies 
and special forces hunting down terror¬ 
ists ... although it is a work of fiction, it 
was very closely based on real govern¬ 
ment policy, procedures, and every¬ 
thing from the guns that they have 
used to the tactics. So, it is particularly 
important not to reveal anything that 
would help people with bad intentions. 

I did not complain that I had to get 
security clearance for these books. It is 
part of the process, and I was happy to comply with that. 

Q: In the movie Men in Black; there is a scene 
where the actors look up at the starry sky, think¬ 
ing about going from active duty to civilian life. Is 
that something that you also have done ... looked 
up at the sky and thought, "What is out there?" 


Nick: Well, I think that the British 
government, unfortunately, terminated 
their UFO program at the end of 
2009. But even if you are in a country 
where a government is still investigat¬ 
ing UFOs, your chances of getting that 
one particular job out of all the thou¬ 
sands of other jobs is very, very small. 
So, what I would say to people is don’t 
expect to end up investigating UFOs 
for the government. If you are interest¬ 
ed in government work, whether it is 
defense, security, or intelligence, then 
do that for its own sake. But don’t 
expect to be working on UFO cases. 

If you are interested in UFOs, 
you are probably better off joining 
a civilian research organization, like 
the Mutual UFO Network or one of 
the many different groups in different 
countries that do this. So that’s one 
piece of advice. 

And for writing ... the single biggest piece of advice I 
can give to anyone who wants to become an author is to 
read as much as you can. I don’t know any author who 
is not a voracious reader. I think the more you read, the 
more you understand how a good author will convey their 
ideas to the readers. So if you want to write, read!

I have written several books, some non-fictional books 
about UFOs that are based on my government work, but 
Blood Brothers is a thriller. It is a fictional book about the 
intelligence agencies and terrorism. And during my last 
posting in the MoD, I was in security, so counter-terrorism 
was a big part of everything we did. It was particularly im¬ 
portant that I made sure that I had not 
inadvertendy included something that 
should not be in a book that anyone 
can pick up and read. 


help to look up and wonder what might be out there. And 
with the pace of the scientific discovery at the moment, 
telescopes, whether they are optical or radio telescopes, are 
looking farther and farther out, farther back in time and can 
listen for signals from other civilizations. 

It’s just a matter of time before we make a scientific 
discovery that proves definitively that 
we are not alone in the Universe. And 


I wonder when that moment comes, 
how profoundly it might affect every 
aspect of human life ... politics, reli¬ 
gion, economics, science technology, 
philosophy ... everything. 

Q: What would you advise for 
people who have a strong urge to 
investigate UFO cases? 


Nick: Yes, I think that. I am very fortunate that I live in the 
United States in Tucson, Arizona, and we have wonderful, 
big, open skies here. You can see the stars, and one cannot

Paranormal Unity: 

Has Its Time Come?

E xactly what is Paranormal Unity? There are prob¬ 
ably as many definitions of this elusive concept as 
there are active teams. Over the years, I have heard 
this term used often, and it basically infers that those of us 
actively trying to make sense of paranormal phenomena are 
islands unto ourselves. We go out on investigations, collect 
massive amounts of data, make analytical assessments of 
what we have collected, and then share it with no one. Sure, 
we share tidbits of our findings with clients, friends, or in 
magazines like this one, but the core data stays with the 
investigative team, never to be seen again. 

This lack of sharing may be unintentional, but it limits 
the knowledge gained and not shared. 

Most teams actively involved in paranormal investiga¬ 
tions have their own way of collecting data; be it record¬ 
ing for EVPs, video recording, or just logging feelings or 
personal interactions. Most of this data is saved in some 
form for further use, either to validate client’s experi¬ 
ences, expand into additional site investigations, or simply 
increase experiential knowledge. 

For our team, Spectral Tech, we create a digital file 
for each initial and any follow up investigations that con¬ 
tains all original recordings, a log of any EVPs captured, 
video records, personal interactions, client after-action 
reports, or anything else pertinent to the investigation. 

If another team wanted to investigate the same site, 
we would be able to provide them with a large amount of 
information that could help them decide their own plan 
of action. It also has the potential to validate their own 
findings. If they also share their experiences with us, it 
helps us validate what we captured. 

An example of this sharing has been with a team out 
of Memphis, Tennessee, called Memphis Ghost Investi¬ 
gations and Spirit Rescue (see Paranormal Underground’s 
April 2020 Issue for a spodight on this team). Led by Ste¬ 


phen Williams, this team is mainly psychically oriented, 
using talented psychic team members to interact with enti¬ 
ties that may be present. This is completely different from 
Spectral Tech’s equipment-oriented investigations, but we 
have the same goal of Ending the cause of the activity and 
helping the client, or sometimes the entity, find peace. 

Covington, Tennessee, where Spectral Tech is 
located, is about 40 miles northeast of Memphis. After 
reading about Stephen and his team, I contacted Stephen 
about some cases we had that we could never close to our 
satisfaction. Stephen’s team was close enough to these 
sites to possibly investigate using their techniques. 

All teams, at some point, encounter a brick wall 
where further investigations are useless. All they are 
doing is revalidating what they already know. When we 
have hit this wall, we will recommend that the client may 
want to contact another team for possibly a new look at 
what is happening. There is always the possibility that an 
entity simply doesn’t like you or how you are going about 
investigating and will not cooperate with any form of 
communication. Finding another team in your area that is 
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also seeking truth may provide the client, and the entity, a 
better fit to get results. 

We had two cases that involved entities that appar- 
endy decided not to move on. 

Although the entities in these 
cases were not negative, they still 
caused concern for the clients. 

Stephen had graciously agreed 
to investigate both clients. He 
did not want too much informa¬ 
tion about the cases up front, but 
when he completed his investiga¬ 
tion, we found his results vali¬ 
dated what we had captured and 
even provided some additional 
clarification on some data we had questioned. In turn, our 
data validated their own findings. 

By sharing investigative data with another team and 
working together with the shared goal of getting to the 
source of the activity, we were able to help these clients. 
And, Stephen’s team was able to help two spirits move 
on. Another benefit of our collaboration: We both were 
able to enrich our knowledge of the paranormal. 

Stephen and his team are planning to work together 
with us in the near future at the Henning Community 


Center. Our team has used our tech gear to record several 
pleas of “help us,” and Stephen’s team plans to help those 
lost spirits find their way home. 

Perhaps someday there will be 
a centralized data collection library 
where like-minded researchers 
can upload detailed data files of 
individual cases that would allow 
others to download and research 
these cases for similarities or 
patterns. The International As¬ 
sociation for Near-Death Studies 
(IANDS) and the Mutual UFO 
Network (MUFON) has similar 
files and formats. Why not de¬ 
velop one for the paranormal held relating to hauntings, 
spirit activity, attachments, any other unseen occurrences? 
There may be the beginnings of these databases already in 
existence, but until we are aware of where they are and can 
easily upload data to them, we are on our own to share with 
those who may want to explore our findings. 

From a client or entity’s point of view, there can be 
no downside in reaching out and sharing information with 
other teams. Would this be considered paranormal unity? 
If it’s not, it’s certainly a step in the right direction. ♦

6 HAUNTED ROADS FROM 
AROUNDTHE WORLD

F or most, the daily commute involves a rushed 
breakfast, spilled coffee, and hellish traffic jams 
behind the wheel. A less common complaint from 
commuters? First-hand encounters with the other side. 

Haunting the winding roadways and desolate thorough¬ 
fares featured below are tales of tragic deaths, phantom 
vehicles, and restless apparitions. Those brave — or fool¬ 
ish — enough to venture down them may encounter the 
malevolent spirit of a drowned child or a lonely woman 
looking for a ride who disappears before your very eyes. 

1. Boy Scout Lane 

The legend of Boy Scout Lane begins with a stretch 
of road running through a dense wooded area, unpaved 
and unwelcoming. Legend has it that a Boy Scout troop 
met a grisly end in these woods while on a camping trip 
in the late 1950s or early 1960s. No one agrees as to just 
what caused the deaths. 

One version suggests the kids snuck into the woods 
at night, dropped their lantern, and sparked a forest fire 
that wiped them out. Another claims the boys became 
lost among the towering trees and starved to death. Yet 
another tells of a deranged bus driver or Scoutmaster who 
massacred the scouts in cold blood. 

The truth is that the Boy Scouts of America once 
owned this track of land. They planned to build a camp¬ 
ground, but it was never constructed. Those who travel 
down Boy Scout Lane today report hearing the sound of 
many footsteps struggling through the brush. Some have 
caught sightings of red lights shining through the trees that 
are thought to be the ghosts of lost scouts searching for a 
way out of the woods. 

2. Prospectors Road 

The rolling hills alongside California’s Prospector 
Road sit above old mines, most of which have since caved 



in. In some cases, the collapse reportedly occurred with 
miners still inside, leading to premature burials. As for 
the men who worked above ground during the California 
Gold Rush, greed and desperation cracked any moral 
compasses they once possessed. 

Several miners struck gold along Prospector Road 
during the 1800s, attracting more men desperate to make 
it rich. Consequendy, the area became a busy and danger¬ 
ous place. Territorial arguments were common; if anyone 
came in between another man and his potential riches, 
they were sure to meet a bloody end. 

Visitors today may very well be traveling over the 

unmarked graves of lost prospectors. One restless soul is

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said to still haunt the road. He appears from the bushes at 
night, warning intruders: “Get off my claim.” 

3. Clinton Road 

At midnight, throw a coin over the bridge just past 
Dead Man’s Curve. Listen to it splash into Clinton Brook 
below. Then, slowly, quietly, take a few steps back. Leg¬ 
end has it that the ghost of a drowned boy will toss the 
coin back to you. Or worse. He may grab you by the legs 
and drag you down to the depths of his watery grave. 

This is just one of the dark tales that haunt a winding 
stretch of asphalt in West Milford, New Jersey. Oth¬ 
ers involve phantom headlights taunting motorists, the 
mutated animal spirits of an abandoned zoo, and rumors 
of Satanic worship in a crumbling mansion. No wonder 
that Clinton Road is often called the most haunted road in 
America. 

4. Route 2A 

As the country song by Dick Curless says, “It’s a 
stretch of road up North in Maine that’s never, ever, ever 
seen a smile. If they buried all the truckers lost in them 
woods, there’d be a tombstone every mile.” Yet what 
haunts Route 2A isn’t the ghost of a burly trucker bar¬ 
reling by at night. Instead, the specter is of a young girl 
wandering alone down the roadway. 


The legend goes that she was hit 
by a truck and killed instantly during a 
walk along the woods in Haynesville, 
Maine. Records do indicate that two 10- 
year-old girls died on August 22, 1967, 
along the road. 

Today, motorists say they’ve seen 
a ghostly figure walking beside the 
Haynesville Woods, appearing lost and 
confused. Some claim to have stopped 
and offered her a ride, only to have the 
phantom passenger vanish from her 
seat shortly after climbing in. 

5. Stocksbridge Bypass 

Described as “Killer Road” be¬ 
cause of its many accidents and deaths, 
Stocksbridge Bypass is the site of nu¬ 
merous haunting tales. Some have seen 
children dressed in outdated clothing 
playing under the Pearoyd Bridge late 
at night. Starded, the drivers swerve to 
avoid the children, only to look back 
and see no one present. 

Witnesses have also encountered 
the eerie figure of a monk wandering 
the roadway. It’s said that the monk left a nearby priory 
many years ago. Now his disillusioned spirit wanders the 
road, staring at drivers as they pass. 

6. Karak Highway 

It all started with a young couple and their newborn 
baby driving down the Karak Highway. All was going 
well until the car broke down. The husband pulled over 
and inspected the car. He then decided to set out to 
the nearest phone booth, leaving his wife and new baby 
behind. 

Hours passed and the wife grew distressed. Not 
wanting to abandon the car and search for her husband 
alone, she waited. Finally, she decided to step out, only 
to feel a terrible presence lurking behind her. Upon 
turning around, she encountered the severed head of 
her husband propped on top of the car. Today, the 
wife’s spirit is said to haunt the road in search of her 
husband. 

Other ghost stories associated with Karak Highway 
involve a phantom yellow Volkswagen that repeatedly ap¬ 
pears before motorists no matter how many times they try 
to pass it, as well as a young boy with bloodied eyes who 
wanders the roadway. If approached, the figure says he is 
looking for his mother. ♦

CLOSE ENCOUNTER IN SUFFOLK 

THE CASE OF ROSALIND REYNOLDS 

(SEPT. 1982)

R osalind Reynolds and her then-boyfriend Philip were 
on a late summer’s drive through East Anglia, when 
an encounter with a UFO changed her life. The cou¬ 
ple had set off from Clacton, Essex to Corby in Northamp¬ 
tonshire where they were due to meet 
relatives, but they had given themselves 
two and a half hours to reach their destina¬ 
tion so they could enjoy the journey.

Rosalind 
had no knowledge of this prior to her encoun¬ 
ter. But she was desperate to discover why she 
had three hours missing from her life. 

What had happened on that summer’s eve¬ 
ning that had changed her life so much? Rosalind saw the 
chance to recover that lost time when she spotted an article 
in a local newspaper about an East Anglian UFO research 
group. She made contact, and they arranged a hypnosis ses¬ 
sion at her home. But the session went disastrously wrong. 

“A bright beam of light came into the room, the video 
recording was wiped out, and all the clocks stopped,” said 
Rosalind. 

Remembering What Happened 

After the abandoned hypnosis session, Rosalind 
was advised to see a psychic and introduced to the man 
she would shortly marry, Mark Reynolds-Parnham, who 
claims to have been psychic since birth. Mark arranged a 
second hypnosis session in which Rosalind was taken back 
to her 1982 encounter. She recalled being approached by 
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four or five small beings after their car had broken down. 
The aliens, for that is what she assumed they were, forced 
her into their craft. 

The aliens took Rosalind to an examination room, 
where she was undressed and laid on 
a clear table for observation. She then 
became agitated, embarrassed, and 
frightened during the hypnosis session. 

During the hypnosis session, Rosalind 
described how the aliens undressed 
her and laid her on the table. It was at 
that point during the session when she 
became very quiet. And then, sud¬ 
denly, she sat bolt upright in her chair 
and screamed: “No. I don’t want any 
babies.” 

So concerned were the hypnosis 
team by Rosalind’s distress in trance that 
they decided to bring her back. Rosalind 
is convinced she underwent some gyne¬ 
cological procedure, but she still prefers 
not to speak about her hypnosis ses¬ 
sion. Since the night of her abduction, 

Rosalind has suffered irregular menstruation. Medical tests 
failed to find the cause for the problem. She also reports an 


unexplained scar in the vaginal area, which she assumed is 
linked with her alleged abduction. Additionally, she devel¬ 
oped a “buzzing in her head” that troubles her to this day. 
Rosalind says the after effects of that encounter were truly 
devastating for her. 

The initial weight loss left her 
friends and family worried that she 
might be anorexic, and she was worried 
about her missing periods. “I could not 
talk to anybody about these things be¬ 
cause I thought they would think I was 
a freak,” said Rosalind. “I just bottled it 
up. I became a recluse for a while, wor¬ 
rying about what had happened.” 

Her husband, Mark, has helped 
her come to terms with her experience, 
but she now believes she may well have 
had UFO encounters in the past, short 
slices of missing time that she simply 
ignored.

D id you know that the confluence of the Laird 
and South Nahanni rivers is one of the deadli¬ 
est places on the North American Continent? 
Nahanni Valley (AKA the Headless Valley, the Valley of 
Missing Men, or Deadman Valley), is located in Canada 
near the Funeral Range, Headless Creek, and Head¬ 
less Range and situated in the northern most area of the 
Mackenzie territory. 

The Nahanni gets its name from a tribe that lived 
there as long as 10,000 years ago. The Naha tribe were 
said to be much larger than the normal man.

The Nahanni National Park Reserve is beautiful and 
scenic, but it’s mostly unexplored to this day. It is sur¬ 
rounded by hot springs and lush forests ... and rumored 
to hold the entrance to “The Hollow Earth.” 

Who Is Killing Visitors to the Nahanni Valley? 

The mystery surrounding the killings in the valley is 
still unsolved. One legend says it’s the spirits of the Naha. 
Another legend says the killer is a Bear Dog, or Amphicy- 



onidae, which was extinct in the Pleistocene Age. Others 
say it’s Bigfoot or a Sabertooth Wolf.

O ur team recently concluded a confidential case 
in Lodi, California, with Mr. and Mrs. Z. The 
entity causing problems in the home centered its 
activity mostly on Mrs. Z. A possible spirit attachment was 
suspected. And it wasn’t good. At one point, Mrs. Z heard 
a disembodied voice call her a “whore.”

CHANGE YOUR STORY 


Affirmations for Success

H ave you ever truly paid attention to the stories 

you tell yourself and your world about your life? 
How you think about things and how you com¬ 
municate them with others has a profound effect on your 
experience of reality. 

For example, suppose you have been having some 
trouble sleeping. You spend a lot of time worrying whether 
you will sleep well that night, and you tell people, “I don’t 
know why, but I just don’t sleep well.” As you try to go to 
sleep, you lie there and worry about whether you will be able 
to sleep. Then, if something wakes you in the middle of the 
night, your first thought is, “Now I’ll never get back to sleep.” 

Your thoughts are creating your sleep situation. The 
more attention and belief you give to the thought, “I don’t 
sleep well,” the more it becomes your experience. 

What if you changed your story? What if, instead, 
every time you caught yourself thinking about your poor 
sleep, you changed your thought to, “I sleep peacefully 
and wake up refreshed?” What if, instead of talking to 
others about how poorly you sleep, you found other 
positive things to talk about? What if, as you were drifting 
off to sleep, you affirmed, “I sleep peacefully and awake 
rested and refreshed,” and then paid attention to all of the 
positive things in that moment: You are warm, you are 
comfortable, your pillow supports you well, etc. 

Then, if something did wake you in the middle of the 
night, what if you restated your affirmation and again paid 
attention to the positives of the moment? Chances are, 
you would sleep better. 

I speak from experience. This is what I did when I 
was struggling with regular insomnia. Nothing changed 
except the story I told myself about sleep, but the effects 
were profound. 

Pay attention to the story you tell. With every story, you 
can tell it from a negative standpoint, discussing what you 
don’t want... or you can tell it from a positive standpoint 
about the things that are good. Changing your point of view 



from positive to negative and focusing on what you want in¬ 
stead of what you don’t want can make a world of difference. 

Here’s another tip to harness positivity ... Have you 
ever felt really good emotionally and thought, I wish I 
could bottle this feeling and access it whenever I want? 
Good news — there’s a tool for that, and it’s one I use 
frequently to help me maintain a positive mind space 
regardless of what’s going on around me. 

The tool is called anchoring, and it comes from a 
technique called Neuro-Linguistic Programming (NLP). It 
is deceptively simple, but it works really well. 

When you are in a positive headspace — feeling 
something like joy, peace, well-being, etc. — focus your full 
attention on that feeling and create a gesture. It can be any 
gesture (you’ll want different gestures for different feelings), 
but make sure it isn’t something you’d typically perform. 
For example, one of my gestures is touching the tip of my 
index finger of my left hand to the thumb of my left hand. 

Do this several times over a few days, focusing on the 
positive emotion you are feeling as you perform the ges¬ 
ture. Then, the next time you are in a negative space and 
want to access that positive feeling again, perform your 
gesture.
